PARIS, May 13.—German losses in 
eighty days of battling at Verdun have 
reached. total of 240,000; according to 
éstimates made herd tonight. Since the 
attack on the fortress was resumed 
ten days ago the Germans have lost 
nearly 20,000 men. ; 

On the west bank of the Meuse, north- 
west of Verdun, the opposing armies 
apparently are in another deadlock. 

On the east bank of the Meuse several 
heavy German attacks on the Taiau- 
mont-Fort Douaumont line were re- 
pulsed. 

French Official Statement. }

SPOKE OF BLOND WOMAN. 

O’Brien had been under surveillance 
in Toledo for several days. He was 
arrested on information that he was 
about to leave town to visit a blend 
woman. A blond woman waa the com- 
panion of the robber who looted the 
Cook agency. 

The attention of the police was 
focused on O’Brien by the tip of one vf 
the crook’s acquaintances to whom he 
is said to have confided that he

STONE GOES TO TOLEDO. 


Sergt. Coles of Assistant Chief 
Schuettler’s staff left for Toledo at 1:40 
_ yesterday afternoon accompanied by 
Edward Stone, manager of the Cook 
agency at the time of the robbery, and 
Frank Benesch, a clerk. They arrived 
in the Ohio city at 7:30 at night and went 
atraight to the jail where O’Brien is held. 

Both Mr. Stone and Benesch, who had 
previously made a partial identification 
from a photograph, said they believed 
O’Brien to be the murderous bandit who 
ccmmitted the daring daylight crime at 
e@ crowded hour in the Chicago loop. 


BELIEVES HE’S RIGHT MAN. 

“I feel pretty sure,” said Mr. Stone, 
“that the right man has been caught at 
last. My identification is not positive, but 
I believe O’Brien is the man who locked 
all the Cook employés in the safe and 
killed Policeman Johnson in making his 
escape. O’Brien is tall, slender, dark. 
He answers the description of the robber 
much more closely than William La 
Trasee, for whom the police made a 
nation-wide search.”

Upholds Husband’s Stand 
for America in Dis- 
missing Action. 


FAULT NOT ALL HIS 


Judge McKinley in the Superior court 
yesterday dismissed for want of equity 
the separate maintenance suit of Mra Fe- 
lice Mahdah Modjeska and directed the 
counsel of her husband, Ralph Médjeski, 
bridge engineer and son of Helene Mo@jes- 
ka, the Polish actress, to prepare a decree 
in his favor. 

The court held that the separation of 
the parties in 1912 wae due partly to the 
acts and conduct of Mrs. Modjeska and 
declared that she therefore was not en- 
titled to relief at law. 

‘In the presentation of the factsin this 
jase to the court,” said Judge McKinley, 
|“ it might be concluded that it was con- 
fronted by a difficult problem, but on the 
contrary the court viewsit as very simple. 


Chief Questions Before Court. 

“ These are the questions which the 
court believes are paramount: 

“ Did the complainant live separate or 
apart by no fault of her own? 

“Were her course and conduct matert- 
ally contributive to the disruption of the 
family? 

* The underlying cause of the discord, in 
my opinion, was the evident desire of 
Mrs. Modjeska to live in Poland; to edu- 
cate her children there and to die there. 

“On the other hand was the desire of 
Mr. Modjeski to become a citizen of the 
United States. In 1888, evidentiy with the | 
ull knowledge and consent of Mra. Mod- 
jeaka, he took out his naturalization pa- 


pers. 


Husband in the Right. 

“She thereafter renewed her demand 
that the children be educated in Po- 
land. He rightly disagreed with her. 
I do not know of any instance where 
foreigners having become citizens of 
these United States send their children 
to ‘Europe for a complete education. 

“Mr. Modjeski rejected the sugges- 
tion of his wife that they settle per- 
manently in Poland, asserting as he 
did in one of bis letters ‘that although 
Poland had given him birth, America 
had given him everything else.’ 

“The question of the legitimacy of 
the birth of the defendant has been 
raised. Whether it has been éstab- 
lished or not, I believe he deserves 
more credit for his progress if such a 
handicap existed. He now ranks 
among the most noted engineers in 
the world. 

Considers Their Demeanor, 

“In deciding the real issue the court 
does not only take into consideration 
the facts and circumstances, but also 
the demeanor and conduct of the par- 
ties on the stand, and has endeavored 
to ascertain the true condition of their 
minds. I cannot refrain from reciting 
a circumstance which deeply impressed 
the court. 

‘After the visit of Charles Schauf- 
fler, Mr. Modjeski's secretary, to Eu- 
rope, when she was informed that a 
break was imminent if their differ- 
énces were not adjusted, Mrs. Modjeska 
gent a veritable torrent of letters to her 
husband. Ie it unfair or unreasonable to 
deduce from her actions that the separa- 
tion was her fauit? 

Puts Self in Man's Place. | 

“To intelligently decide this case the 
court must place himself in the position 
of the defendant and then determine 
whether he was acting under a real and 
honest conviction and did other than a 
man of honor would have done in a similur 
situation.

Columbus,- N. M., May 13.—Detach- 
ments of cavalry patrolling the New 
Mexico border tonight reported to Col.

‘EXTRA’ HUSBAND 


Two Men Claim Slain May 
Hogan at Inquest Into 
“Murder and Suicide, 


NEITHER KNOWS OTHER 


Two husbands, neither known to tne} 
other, yesterday appeared at the inquest, 


where Mrs. May Hogan, “ the widow pro 
tem,"’ as forfeit for her missteps, lay dead | 
by the side of her murderer, Charles Ed- 
ward Beck, a retired butcher of 3614 Bos- | 
worth avenue. | 

One of the husbands, joe Burns. made | 
repeated attempts to give 4 sentimental | 
oration, but was suppressed. 
*“* May was a good fellow. ‘at's what she | 
was," said Burns, his eyes glistening with 
tears. ‘‘I was her first husband and I 
oughta have some rights, now I leave 
it to you. I oughta have the right to| 
bury May, because she Was a good fel-. 
low.” Aw Joe began to work himself! 
into hysteria the police led him out. 


The other husband, Leo J. Hogan of 4626 | 
Calumet avenue, a quiet, self-possessed | 
man, testified briefly and without emo-| 
tion that May Hogan was his wife. 

“IT never knew of her relations with 
Beck or Burns,” he said. ‘“ I never heard 
of either man before." 

The murderer, for many years respected 
as a quiet, law abiding man, planned to 
kill the woman and took his life to end 
an unbearable situation which the discov- 
ery of her duplicity created. He left a 
note explaining ihat May Hogan had rep- 
resented herself to be a widow with @ 
child. Later he discovered she was mar- 
ried and that the repeated levies of money 
for the fictitious child were in reality for 
a third man. 


Tryst Brings Double Tragedy. 

The tragedy occurred Friday when 
Mrs. Hogan went to a tryst in Beck's 
flat at 8614 Bosworth avenue. His two 
daughters, Virginia and Lottie, were 
not home at the time. After crush- 
ing the woman's skull with a hammer 
Beck drank lysol, turned on gas, and 
cut his throat with a razger. The coro- 
ner’s jury found that death resulted 
from poison, asphyxiation, and the 
wound in his throat. 

Lottie Beck, the 18 year old daugh- 
ter of the slayer, gave testimony which 
tended in part to explain the emotion 
of Burns. 


Daughter Blames Woman. 
|} “My father,’ she said, “ was a good 
man until he met this woman, May 
Hogan. I am sure he gave her money, 
and I think in turn that she supported 
Burns. I never knew the woman had 
been in the house, until yesterday.”’ 
Miss Elizabeth Kavaleski, a _ sister 
of Mrs. Hogan, declared that while 
Mrs. Hogan was sometimes called May 
Burns, and had been much in Burns’ 
company for six years, undoubtedly 
supporting him with gifts of money, 
they never were married to her knowl- 
edge.

national guard has been propounded by 
J.C. L. 
7 Sections 59 to 123 inclusive of the Cham- 
berlain bill have to do with the national 
guard. Section 111 provides that commis- 
sioned officers on the active list belonging 
to organizations of the national guard 
shall annually receive pay as follows: 

Captains commanding companies or 
similar units and officers of rank higher 
than that of captain, $500; regimental and 
battalion staff officers, aids, and first lieu- 
tenants, $300; second lieutenants and vet- 
erinarians, $250. In addition they will re- 
ceive during periods of service the same 
pay as officers of the corresponding grades 
of the regular army. 

Section 112 provides that enlisted men on 
the active list belonging to organizations 
of the national guard shall receive 25 per 
cent annually of the initial pay now or 
that may be hereafter provided by law 
orenlisted men of corresponding grades 
of the regular army. They also will re- 
ceive during periods of service the same 
pay as enlisted men of the corresponding 
grades in the regulararmy. 


Other Provisions of Bill. 

The remaining sections contain the fol- 
lowing provisions: The national guard 
Is tc consist of the regularly enlisted mili- 
tia between the ages of 16 and 45 years, 
and of commissioned officers between the 
exes of 21 and 64. The organization of 
all units, including their staffs and nea 1- 
quarters, is to be the same as that for 
corresponding units of the regular army. 
The prescribed strength to be reached is 
set at 200 for each member of the house 
of representatives.

Catalogue of Wounds. 

The catalogue of wounds on the body 
is ehumerated by Dr. Reinhardt follows:

Ten stab wounds, each three-eighths of 
an inch long, in the left side of the abdo- 
men. 

Two punctures evidently made by e 
trochar, an embalmer's instryment, In the 
abdomen. 

Slight laceration of the chin and upper 
lip, due either to friction of the necktie 
which was bound about the mouth and 
cahin or to bumping against rocks in the 
river.

Dr. W. D. McNally of the coroner’s of- 
fice took possession of the viscera and 
lungs. He will analyze them to deter- 
mine whether death was caused by poi- 
son or gas.

Necktie Suggests Gag. 


A cravat bound tightly about the chin 
and mouth seeméd at first to suggest 
murder. However as a gag, the necktie 
| was useless. It is believed the embalmer 
tied the cravat in place to enable him 
the more easily to manipulate the head 
whiié injecting the formaldehyde solu- 
tion into the arteries of the neck. Or it 
js thought possible a weight may have 
been attached to the necktie to sink the 
body into the river. 

Where the body was placed in th 
stream is a conundrum. It may have 
been thrown in at the bridges at Lake 
street, North avenue, Grand avenue, Irv- 
ing Park boulevard, or Desplaines.

FUEL MEN WILL REPORT 
ON USE OF POWDERED COAL. 


Committee Has Studied Possibili- 
ties of Eliminating All Smoke 
from Engines. - 


Important aid for the Chicago smoke 
prevention crusade is expected to come 
from the report of the International Rail- 
way Fuel association's committee on 
powdered coal for locomotive consump- 
tion, which is to be delivered during the 
annual convention of the fuel men, which 
opens at the Hotel Sherman on Monday.

OPPOSES MAKING 
HERO OF CONVICT, 
OSBORNE'S VIEW 


Former Sing Sing Warden Re- 
fers to Allowing Prisoners 
Too Much Freedom. 


Indianapois, Ind., May 13.—“T don't 
believe in making heroes of men in pris- 
on, and that is what happens wh. men 
are permitted to play ball outsif®e wie 
prison walls,’ said Thomes Mott Os- 
borne, former warderi of Sing Sing prison 
and organizer of the Mutual Welfare 


league, tonight, in speaking before the- 


national conference of charities and cor- 
rections here. 

Osborne referred to a press dispatch 
from Columbus, O., to the effect thet a 
ball team from the Ohio penitentiary 
was being allowed to play outside the 
walls for a benefit. , 


Makes Other Convicts Envious. 

“That practice is sure to make heroes 
of the men who go out, heroes to their fel- 
lows in prison, end is sure to make oth- 
ere not so favored envious,’ continued 
the former Sing Sing warden. “ The 
methods I tried to put into practice at 
Sing Sing, and which have been taken 
up by the Mutual Welfare league, rest 
not on hero wprship but character build- 


ing.” 

Taking Sing Sing as an example and 
the prisons of other states as being run 
on the same basis, Osborne brought an 
indictment against modern prison meth- 
ody. He attacked the constant confine- 
ment of prisoners for many hours of the 
day and the resulting immorality, the 
enforcement of silence, the monotony of 
prison life, aad the “ stool pigeon ’’ sys- 
tem, 


Urge Public Social Service. 

Public social service came into its own 
at today’s session. Emphasis was laid 
on constantly increasing advantages of 
public over private administration in va- 
rious forms of social work. In speaking 
of outdoor relief, Frederick Almy of Buf- 
falo said: : 

*““My position with respect to public re- 
lief has feversed itself within the last 
twenty-five years. I now am in favor of 
having the public do all charitable wora 
it is capable of doing, and of loading work 
upon it as fast as possible, but of reserv- 
ing for private charity pioneer work in 
new lines. To some, all this publie work 
seems fecialistic, but it may head off 
socialism.” 7 

“In America unnumbered thousands are 
trerded together in our cities, in slums, 
where air and light are luxuries,” said 
the Rev. D. Frank Garland of Dayton. 
“ Tens of thousands of people in wealthy 
America are still underfed, hundreds of 
little children in our great cities go break- 
fastiess or haif hungry to school. In 
the face of this need for food, greedy pri- 
vate interests, tn order to keep up prices, 
will destroy tons of food products.” 

Adoption of a report directing the in- 
corporation of the conference under the 
laws of I}inois was the most important 
action taken at the annual business meet- 
ing teday.

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DR, EVANS LAUDS 
PHTHISIS WORK 
OF T. B, SACHS 


One of Sanitarium’s First Di- 
sectors Testifies City Got 
Its Money’s Worth. 


Dr. W. A. Evans, health editor of THe 
TRIBUNE and member of the first board of 
directors of the municipal tuberculosis 
sanitarium, yesterday praised the work 
of Dr. Theodore B. Sachs and declared 
the city has received full value for the 
money expended at the sanitarium. 

Dr. Evans was called as a witness before 
ithe council finance committee, which is 
fivestigating the institution and particu- 
larly the charges of the administration 
that its conduct under the Sachs régime 
was extravagant. — ‘ 

Dr. Evans said he had recommended 
Dr. Sachs for appointment to former 
Mayor Busse ‘‘ because he had had more 
sanitarium experience than any one else 
in Chicago.” 

“Please discus# the character of his 
work,” said Attorney H, N. Gottlieb, rep- 
resenting the committee of one hundred. 


Valuable Member of Board. 

‘* He gave more time to the sanitarium 
than anybody else on the board,” was 
the reply. “ He was the most valuable 
member of the board.” ; 

“Did he attempt to dictate policies?” 

‘Not offansively so,” Dr. Evans said. 
“Of course he had hig opinions, but he 
always abided by the decision of the 
board.” 

Dr. Evans expressed the judgment that 
“the city has the value for the money 
paid out in hand.”” He said he thought 
the cost of $11.75 a week for each patient 
is moderate for the first year, 
is moderate for the firat year. He as- 
serted that the absence of ‘“‘cures”’ at 
the sanitarium, abeut which Mayor 
Thompson complained in his attack on 
Dr. Sachs, is to be accounted for by the 
fact that the sanitarium proper had been 
in operation only about a year anda half. 

Arthur B. McCoid, administration at- 
torney, sought to show the institution 
ought to be run for something like $6 a 
week, but Dr. Evans declared it would 
not be possible to give the “ fresh air 
cure "’ on that basis. 


Coon, 

Earlier im the day Dr. J. W. Coon, who 
was removed from the position of super- 
intendent by the administration forces, 
testified again how Dr. Robertson had 
disptaced efficient men with -political 
henchmen, and how he had .delayed the 
construction of new quarters ‘* because 


he wanted to get an architect who was a 
friend of the mayer.”’ 

Dr. Robertsen generally had ‘his way, 
according to. Dr. Coon. ; 

**How long have you been unfriendly 
to Dr. Robertson?’' asked Mr. McCoid. . 

“Ever since I became well acquainted 
with him,'’ was the reply. 

“ Why is that?’ 

* Because he tried to have me do things 
I could net conacientiously do,”’ Dr. Coon 
said. 

Dr. Coon said the health commissioner 
wanted him to “go along" and assist 
in carrying out the administration's 
political plans. 


“Big Bill’s” Sanitarium. 
' * What did Dr. Robertson say to you 
when he asked you to go along with 
the administration? Did he use the 
word ‘administration '? asked Mr. Me- 
Coid. . 

“No, he generally asked me to go 
along with Bill! Thompson. He often 
used the mayor's name in eonnection 
with the patronage furnished by the 
sanitarium. He said that the sanita- 
rium was Bill Thompson’s institution, 
He said that Bill Thompson was re- 
sponsible for it and if anythjng went 
wrong Bill. Thompson would have to 
answer to the people for it." 


Attorney MeCoid on cross examina- 


tion asked: 


“How did the name of J. W. Coon 


get in the directory of licensed phy- 
siclans of the Illinois state board of 
health?” 


*T haven't the slightest idea, and 
anyway it wasn't ‘J. W. Coon,’ it was 
‘James W. Coon,’ ”’ 

Dr. Coon admitted that his son, Roy, 
lived at the sanitarium without pay- 
ing board, both while he was employed 
at the institution and, since he was 
removed from the pay roll at his fa- 
ther's orders, and is still living there, 
though he has not paid any beard." 


Committee Feels Insulted, 
“At one juncture Mr. MeCoid was re- 
primanded by members of the committee 
Ald. H. E. Littler had said it wouldn't 
change his opinion with regardto a cer- 
tain point no matter what witnesses Mc- 
Coid brought in. 

** Any of the rest of you gentleman want 
to make a similar statement?’ interposed 
MecCoid. 

“I would rather you would not insult 
the court,"’ observed Ald. C. E, Merriam. 
“Are you the court?” asked McCoid. 

“TIT consider that an ingulting remark,” 
replied Ald. Merriam. ‘In your prev- 
ious remark you insulted the committee.” 

MeCoid began to say he wasn't going 
to sit there and listen to insinuations 
when Chairman Richert ruled he wouid 
haye to go ahead with his questioning. 

“*I think your remark was an insult to 
the committee,”’ added Ald. Riehert.

Double fleors, hidden trapdoors, and 
secret caves will figure in the trial uf 
Fred Marhoefer and Thomas Walsh, who 
will be breught imo Judge Landis’ court 
tomorrow as defendants against the gov- 
ernment's charges that they unlawfully 
colored and sold more than 50,000 pounds 
of ocleomargarine. 

Indictments wert returned against the 
two men, who, as the New City Produce 
company, operated a chain of butter and 
egg stores in Chicago, following raids of 
their places at 3026 and 3258 North Lin- 
eoln avenue, in January, 1915. 

After an investigation lasting several 
weeks and a period of constant watching 
by special agents from New York, under 
Dan J. Chapin of the Chicago department, 
the raid was made-on the store at 8026 
Lineoln avenue, Jan.-21, 1915.

The raid was made at night, accord- 
ing to Attorney Epstein, and the men 
were discovered in the act of coloring 
oleomargarine. They ran into the base- 
ment, which extended for a block under 
adjoining properties, with the officers

Shots frem the agents’ guns failed to 
stop the fleeing men, and it was two 
hours later that they were tound hiding 
in a coal pile in the basement. 

The New York revenue agents and 
government chemists from Wasnington 
who analyzed the confiscated products 
have arrived for the trial.

On Circumstantiai Evidence. 

Very little new evidence has developed 
eince Orpet was indicted. The state will 
rest its case wholly on circumstantial evi- 
dence. On that snowy February morn- 
ing in the woods, no eyes except the 
cold gray eyes of Orpet saw Marian Lam- 
bert die. But the episodes that preceded 
jher death and the incidents that cam~ 
after form a chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence which Orpet’s lawyers may find 
it difficult to break. But there is one 
mmiesing link in the chain.

Miss Davis was at Miss Lambert's home » 
all that night. Miss Lambert confided 
to her chum she was to meet Orpet in the 
morning. She seemed happy at the 
thought. She sat for an hour at the 
piano playing love tunes. Next morning 
she and Miss Davis set off together for 
the electric road stations. Miss Davis 
took the first car and Mis Lambert wait- 
ed to meet her sweetheart and her fate.

The day before he had given an alibi 
letter to Otto Peterson, his campus chum, 
to be mailed the day he reached Lake 
Forest.

It ts the opinion of Prof. Seashore that 
both mind and body develop more 
through the exercise of play than through 
work, I think practically all practical 
psychologists are in accord on this. Per- 
haps in time health authorities and those 
who practice curative medicine will see 
the advisability of play cures and of play 
as a preventive. 


Seashore suggests a thought when he 
says: ‘It is gcod pedagogy not to meke 
play the avowed object of the childhood 
days.’

From the north @id south and west they had come 
to these centers seeking the meager livelihood Ireland 
under present conditions offers the majority of its 


| people. 


They wére mostly under middle age, spoke from 
two to four languages, and were particulafly well 
versed in interhational history and politics and eco- 
nomics. They were usually poor, an inconvenient 
fact which they strove to put behind them, for they 
preferred a gartet in Ireland to a villa outside its 
shores. : 

They were of many callings—alert business men, 
writers, artists, professional men. I expected to find 
them dreamers. They amazed me by being shrewd, 
hard headed men with only the national feeling over- 
‘developed by the friction of alien rule. The poet 
touch came in—for this twentieth century—in their 
tremendous concéntration upon their country’s rights 
rather than upon personal incomes or comforts, 

They did not, as their critics accused them, live in 
the memory of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies, recalling penal laws, pefsecutions, and depop- 
ulation by sword and slave trade. They were living 
intensely in the present and future, with but occa- 
sional references to parents or grandparents evicted 
or dead in the famine. 

But they often did talk of the result of the heavy 
impost of taxes after the Napoleonic wars and of the 
£200,000,000 of taxes—as acknowledged by the royal 
commission of investigation—raised in Ireland and 
spent outside of it in the last hundred years. They 
were bitter about that, as yet unreturned, and made 
short work of my argument that the loan advance of 
£15,000,000 to small farmers purchasing land was a 
step of restitution. F 
- Nothing but a great, ynmistakable act of friendli- 
ness and justice, like a complete measure of home 
rule put into operation, would have made those men 
Velieve in England's friendliness or the parliamentary 
party's effectiveness: they were wearied of words. 
But a complete echeme of home rule on the Canadian 
plan was the last thing they were likely to get: and 
they knew it. 

Then came 1914, and their troubles grew acute. 

Redmond’s acquiescence in the deferring of the 
emasculated home rule bill, which could only come 
into force after the war and when Carson had had 
another chance to hack it, was a red rag to the 
temper of men never fully credulous of the success 
of his efforts. Thia, they prétested passionately, is 


‘the only result of the Asquith government’s promise 


to Redmond, as Irish leader, that if he kept his party 
whipped into line as Liberal supporters, and by so 
doing maintained the Liberals in power, enabling 
them to pass necessary measures of reform for the 
British democracy, then in return Ireland would re- 
ceive a complete measure of home rule, 

“For fourteen years that promise has been passed 
around Ireland,” said one bitterly to me. “ Men 
have lived on the hope it held—and this is the out- 
come!” ' 

Then the parliamentary party agreed to go recruit- 
ing, which the Sinn Feins said openly might be very 
good for constituents in England or France but was 
exceedingly bad ahd improvident for man depleted 
Ireland. . They said much stronger things as well. 

Finally, when the alienation could go no farther, 
in the end of 1915 the Sinn Feins united with the 
anti-Carson volunteers and clamored for Eoin Mac- 
Neil, the founder of the volunteers, as leader of the 
Irish nation, instead of Redmond as leader of the 
Irish parliamentary party. They wanted him as a 
constitutional leader, for MacNeil is no agitator. It 
was the one compromise with England which the 
Sinn Fein party would make. Tad this demand been 
met by Redmond and the parliamentary party the 
rising never would have been. MacNeil could have, 
as the recognized leader of Ireland, kept even the hot- 
test young Sinn Feins in leash, so profound was 
their respect for the man and so firm their faith in 
his frish vision. The Irish party, like all other 
political machines from all time, will yield to revolt 
within the machine if need be, but never to demands 
from without. It did not now. 

Affairs remained outwardly as before; but from 
that time on the fates carried the ball of Ireland's 
destiny as gingerly as a soldier would handle a 
bomb. 

The threat of conscription came and was over- 
come by the knowledge that the volunteers of Ire- 
land would die at home rather than in France. 
There followed in the early months of this year the 
warning that arms might presently be taken—the 
arms that were their one safeguard against con- 
scription or a Carson made home rule pill. 

Then came days when Ireland was ripe for any- 
thing.

the last three years I have had occasion to 

study the people of Ireland and other Euro- 
pean countries in ‘connection with some literary 
work. I found there, as did another student from 
the other side of the world; a Japanese scholar of 
note, what each of us agreed was the most remark- 
able national and literary movement in Europe 
today—a renaissance of Irish Gaelic thought and 
spirit and customs which caused the English thinker 
Gilbert Chesterton to exclaim to me; “ Ireland is 
going to be the salvation of western Europe.”

The man who conceived the idea of the Gaelic 
league and has been for two decades the unadver- 
tised dynamo generating the first forces of thia 
national revival is a quiet, detached university pro- 
fessor, an Ulster Irishman with a cold and aloof 
manner, but with a steady Gaelic fire of soul 
beneath. . 

For more than a quarter of a century this man 
has been content to devote his years to the Gaelic 
movement. has held himself apart from all 
political parties, doing his duty as he sees it and 
asking neither favor nor praise from any. He joined 
neither the Sian Fein party of Dublin nor the parlia- 
mentary forces of London.

In the first 


place, the tradition of war permits the use of the blockade as an offensive 
weapon, assuming that a starving population can either escape from the hunger 


zone or can bring such pressure on their rulers as to end hostilities. 


There is, in theory and in fact, some alternative to the hunger driven 
German, while to the torpedoed traveler there is no alternative. Again, why 
do German submarines destroy Belgian relief ships, which are carrying food 
supplies into territory controlled by Germany in order to feed people for whom 
Germany has made herself morally responsible? The allies permit such ships 
to pass their blockade. Why do the’Germans prevent this relief from reaching 
the Belgians if they are without means to feed the conquered country? As a 
matter of fact, every one knows that Germans have it within their power to 
feed themselves adequately. All they have to do is to recall from their armies 
and munition factories sufficient men to till their fields and raise a full harvest. 
In normal times Germany creates in the neighborhood of 80 per cent of. her 
food: she could not starve for lack of the 20 per cent she has been buying from 
other nations. : : | ; 

Of course, Germany prefers to keep her*men at work fighting and making 
munitions and to buy what food supplies she needs from neutral nations, as 
the allies are doing. But that is a strategic privilege of their position which 
the allies happen to possess and which they could hardly be expected to extend 
philanthropically to their enemy while that enemy is doing her best to conquer 
them, even if that enemy allows her women’ and babies to starve while she 
feeds her fighting men in order to keep them in fit condition to kill the soldiers 
of the allies. | 

The privilege of trading uhhampered with the outside world is one that 
Germany forfeited on going into the war, which her statesmen and military 
leaders must have foreseen—one of the chief stakes in the gigantic struggle. 
There is no moral compulsion on Germany’s enemies to relax their blockade 
(which Germans tell us is perfectly ineffective), as long as Germany continues 
to use her man power to fight them rather than to create food for her hypo- 
thetically starving people. It may be logical to assert, as Germans constantly 
do assert, that England is “ murdering” German women and babies—innocent 
noncombatante—and, therefore, that England {is as guilty of atrocity ag Ger- 
many is in the indiscriminate use of the submarine. England's, at the worst, 
is constructive or hypothetical “ murder”; Germany’s is actual murder. It 
does not take a very high degree of intelligence to see the nonsense of such 
“ logic.”

T is the same queerly logical German mind that exults over the alliess in- 

vasion of “neutral” Greece, seeking therein an exact parallel with Ger- 

many’s treatment of Belgium. Assuming—which is a quite impossible as- 

sumption—that the position of G . and of Belgium towards the bel- 
ligerent powers was identical, that England and France had no more business 
to take possession of Salonfki than Germany had to batter down Liege and 
apread out over, Belgium, we are still very far from any real parallel in the 
two cases. 

The allies have possessed themselres, illegally if you like, of a single 
jreek port by a show of armed force. They have made no attempt to overrun 
the country. They have not levied {ndemnities, nor stripped Greece of its 
movable property, nor murdered its citizens, nor, in a word, treated it as a 
conquered country, to be trampled ruthlessly underfoot. Granting the worst 
possible construction of the occupation of Saloniki, granting the right of Greece 
to remain neutral when Serbia was attacked, still the allies remain a long 
way behind Germany in their treatment of a “military necessity ”"—so long 
that there is no possible basis of comparison except a superficia] resemblance 
sufficient to satisfy “ logic.” 

And nothing yet has been sald of the sympathies of the two peoples whose 
lands have been used by foreign powers. It is generally believed that a major- 
ity of the Greeks would long ago havé declared themselves for the entente had 
it not been for their pro-German sovereign. Not even the Germans have 
asserted that any Belgians would like to ally themselves with the central 
powers |! 

x 
HIESE three instances of the workings of the logical mind are sufficient. 
The plain citizen, properly, has little respect for mere logic. He knows 
that it is a tricky means of making seeming truth out of falsehoods. He 
cannot easily detect the flaws, but he has an infallible test when it comes 
to simple moral questions in his own consciousness of truth, and he does not 
let himself long be fooled by any clever juggling with words that would make 
black appear white. Of the many devices of a lying logic, analogy is perbaps 
the commonest. Analogy is the use of two similar instances, with the assump- 
tion that because in some respects they are alike in all and in essential respects 


Greece, No two Instances, however, no two experiences, no two cases are ever 


‘exactly alike, are rarely so similar in essential aspects that the two can 


be regarded as the same; the differences usually contain the slaughtered truth. 

It was the use of analogy in the latest product of German diplomacy that 
gave it the peculiarly impudent tone which it had—the “logical” assumption 
that the allies had transgressed the law of nations and of humanity in pre- 
cisely the same manner as Germany and should be held to account with the 
same rigor. Perhaps I should say that the impudence consists in the cheeky 
assumption that Americans are simple minded enough not to be able te detect

German Attitude a Challenge. 

All this must be remembered before 
Herr von Bethmann-Ho!llweeg’s recent 
Speech upon peace terms can be under- 
stood. It was not a parley, but a chal- 
lenge. Germany proclaims her scheme of 
permanent expansion east and west be- 
cause she thinks the results of the coming 
campaign may go far to make that 
scheme good. The pretensions are serious 
and the governing classes—the chancellor 
is only their mouthpiece—think it alto- 
gether premature to abate them. 

Germany’s program shows, I think, why 
all discussion of peace it utterly futile in 
advance of the present campaign, why 
the allies must brace themselves for still 
greater efforts before they can come in 
sight of any tolerable peace, even on their 
minimum terms. 

The allies will be tested just as was the 
north in the American civil war. If this 
year they meet the Germans everywhere 
as at Verdun, they will only require fiber 
and tenacity afterwards to make their tri- 
umph complete enough to include even 
the recovery of Alsace-Lorraine for 
France. They can do it if they are thor- 
oughly prepared to fight, if need be, into 
the fourth year. Will they have the reso- 
lution and resource? I think they will 
have both.

Six Trajans led, the 
four Pharaohs followed; six Sargons steamed 
next; then the four superdreadnaughts of the 
Zeus class; the two Thors were last. With 
twelve twelve-inch guns each and with a specd 
of twenty-one knots, the Thors were the weak- 
est and the slowest in the European column. 
Four great battle cruisers stood off to lee, as 
reserve: and the European destroyers, double 
in number to the American, darted ahead and 
abeam of the battle line. 

It was quarter to 3, ships’ time, when the 
Idaho signaled to the column to alter course, 
ond the flagship sheered a little to the left;

Fifty 
years of placid limbe, empress in a dream 
court—then clear consciousness, amid the Ger- 
man armies! 

And the strangest thing is this: The effects 
of Von Schmitz’s “ discovery” had begun to 
disclose themselves before their cause had hap- 
pened! The German army came, with heal- 
ing in its wings, in August, 1914, but already, 
in February. 1914, hopeful news that Carlotta 
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might get well was already peeping coyly into 
the American and European press! | 

One such article was based on statements of 
a Dutch Dr. Ceyse. Dr. Ceyse had just printed 
an “analysis” of Carlotta’s condition on Feb. 
1, 1914. Carlotta was already three-quarters 
sane! “It would seem that the master of cere- 
monies did not know it. 

It was sudden, admits the doctor. Improve- 
ment dated from the previous August, whea 
Carlotta was only half sane. Previously she 
had been so bad that “she forgot her own 
name,” but, in betweeng;“‘ the complete mental 
blankness had disappeared.” Once, in 1879, 
“she had three days of almost perfect Incid- 
ity,” and “the doctors predicted that she 
would quickly recover,” but afterward “ she 
became more insane than before.” 

There were years in which she never men- 
tioned Mexico. Of late “she has begun to 
ramble semi-coherentlt of Mexico, mentions 
Queretaro, and talks of the shooting of Maxi- 
milian as if she had been in Mexico at the 
time.” -Her hasty voyage to Europe in 1866 
to implore aid for her husband “ seems to 
have been forgotten.” “Some days she im- 
agines she is still in Mexico, and gives court 
orders. On other days she uses the phrase, 
‘Since I left Mexico.” “She is apparently 
under the impression that the events of 1867 
are recent history.” One day lately she men- 
tioned the names of Escobedo, Lopez, Mira- 
mon, Juarez, and other Mexicans of that time, 
and Bazaine, the French commander. She 
plays the violin and piano for hours daily. 

Voila! She is half sane, she is three-qnar- 
ters sane, and may soon be able to make tes- 
tamentary disposition of her $12,000,000 “ 
she wishes.” Hum, hum! It is Belgian 
money. The Prince de Ligne is her guardian, 
but of course she cannot see him. If she dies 
insane, her millions will go between the daugh- 
ters of the Late King Leopold of Belgium and 
the children of her other brother, the Count of 
Flanders, including the present King Albert. 
How does she “ wish” to leave them? To the 
kaiser? To Franz Josef? When Franz Josef 
failed to save her husband, in 1867, she was 
not enthusiastic about Franz Josef! 

Poor Carlotta, to awake to the bright world 
of reason, and find only stress and struggle 
about money !

Letters From Mexico. 

Old letters which she wrote, long, long ago, 
just before her mind gave way, are circulating. 
Sweet Carlotta, I tell you, is being deliberate- 
ly brought to the world’s attention. Every- 
body's sympathy fer the blooming bride of 
Maximilian, starting on her high career te 
“give good government to Mexico,” so inno- 
cent, unpractical, and unsuspecting, will be en- 
listed for the aged dame recovering reason and 
with a $12,000,000 will to make. She must 
make that will. Dr. Ceyse refers to it point- 
edly in his “ analysis.” 

Those letters touch our hearts. From Cha- 
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pultepec, June 26, 1864, Carlotta wrote her 
grandma, the saintly Queen Marie-Amelie of 
Belgium: 

“My Well Beloved, Dear Grandmamma: 
When they represent this land as having vio- 
lence done to its sentiments, it is not true. 
They have profound con dence in Max, and 
hope everything from him. The Mexicans are 
docile people, and military revolutions are im- 
possible, because the Mexicans don’t like revo- 
lutions. They are intelligent, and desire prog- 
ress. We are sure to succeed. The land ig so 
beautiful it makes me think of Italy. Max 
says that nothing in the world is so beautiful 
as the view of Chapultepec.” 

Then, a few weeks later: 

“Dearest Grandmamma: They are so goo1 
to us! Never did I hear so much hurrahing, 
even in dear Belgium. We risk no shadow of 
danger. They love us, and we are sure to 
make them prosperous. I am so glad! The 
regeneration and happiness of a people are 
well worth the trip.” ; 

It seemed right and natural to innocent Car- 
lotta that President Juarez, abandoned by his 


most trusted lieutenants, should have been 


obliged to flee to the solitudes of north Mex- 
ico. The Republican bands were pursued by 
Bagaine’s troops. The imperial government 
was fully organized. 

“Dearly Beloved Grandma.” wrote Carlotta 
from Mexico City May 5, 1865, “ Max has 
chosen for foreign affairs an eminent Mexican 
statesman who enjoys the sympathies of all 
parties, and we often have at our table former 
functionaries of Juarez. We are giving them 
the first good government they ever had. and 
the people understand it. As nobody ever 
loved them before, they just idolize us. Ours 
is a noble mission.” y

Dream Did Not Endure. 

Shortly after she wrote that the land was 
completely pacified. She rejoiced above all in 
Max’s popularity. 

“ Max, respected and esteemed from the first 
day, is adored at present. Even the Republi- 
can leaders say that, while they are not yet 


- monarchists, they are ‘ Maximilianists.” We 


have just received three generals of Uraga. 
who fifteen days ago were in arms against us.” 

Later, in 1865, she says that the entire Re- 
publican party had rallied to her Maximilian, 
who had filled his cabinet with their “ grand- 
est intelligences.” 

“Best Beloved Grandmamma: Nothing 
equals the enthusiasm and confidence of the 
Mexican people for Max,” wrote misguided 
Carlotta. “Iam so happy! Activity 1s good 
for us. We were too young to remain idle. 
Yesterday Max and I strolled in the Paseo de 
la Viga, saluted by the hurrahing populace. In 


Furope we could not have strolled like that 
without the police.” 

Alas, the dream did not endure! Had it 
ever been more than self-deception? It is not 


* sufficient to be young, kind, and idle. to im- 


pose a European empire on America. 

A year later, on Aug. 21, 1866, Carlotta. 
who had rushed in vain to Europe to implore 
the crowned heads to save not the throne but 
the life of her Maximilion, wrote this last let- 
ter to the Countess de Grunne: 

“Pray for me and for Mexico! T left things 
over there still capable of being arranged, but 
high wills on that side of the Atlantic have de- 
ereed otherwise. God will make us know his 
will.” 

The relentless and astute old Indian, Prest- 
dent Juarez, would listen to no pleas. Car- 
lotta knew it. Soon that sweet if misguided 
intelligence shipwrecked in the horrors of de- 
mentia. On June 19, 1867, it was the tragedy 
of Queretaro!

A Way of Serving Pineapple. 

With a slight variation I can recom- 
mend a recipe for preparing pineapple 
recently published in an article of “ Sub- 
tropical Cookery.” After trying it I 
thought it would be best to shred the pine- 
apple around the core, digging in on one 
side and then on the other rather than to 
try to cut this core out without a special 
utensil. There will be less waste. 

In introducing this recipe it says:. 
“Sufferers from indigestion from the 
north soon find themselves eating fresh 
pineapples like apples or peaches—with- 
out sugar." It mentions other medicinal 
uses and then says: “ Here is an easy 
way to handiea pine: Cut off the topand 
j split the pine in half lengthwise. Out 

out the hard center core; then with a fork 
shred the fiber out, leaving the hulls or 
eyes in the half peel. In this way there 
are no eyes to be taken out. The fiber 
can then be sweetened if wished and 
placed inthe halfshelR” 

If the skin is thoroughly washed this is 
a good way to prepare pineapple, or some 
people even quarter it and use the quarter 
shells ascontainers. Garnished with thin 
slices of blood orange, any such manner 
of serving in the shell may be made at- 
tractive. |

A principle with professional 
rators, and one that it would be well for 
amateurs to follow in changing a room, 
is to make the change as complete as pos- 
sible.

Factory Forewoman’s Opportunity. 


HERD came last week a letter from 

@ young woman who ts an overseer 

in a factory. She has under her 
charge fifty or more girls, whose 
work it is her duty to inspect and 

pass upon. Besides she has to see that 
each girl is supplied with enough mate- 


rial to keep her busy every moment of 
the working hours, that each turns out 
the amount of work required of her, to 
settle all trouble among the giris, and act 
as mediator between them and their 
employer. She is respenaible for the work 
and character of every girl in her eection. 

This young woman is fully alive to her 
responsibilities, and ber letter shows a 
remarkable spirit of sympathy towards 
those under her charge. It is te be re- 
eretied that the letter is too long to print 
here, but the substance of it is given 
below. 

For eight years Miss N, has been fn her 
present position, and in that time she 
has brought about so many advantageous 
changes that instead of the unpleasant, 
unmhealthful, and dirty surroundings 
b which existed when she teok up the work

sanitary room to work in, end’ she has 
made it as comfortable as it was possible 
for her to make such a place. 

She hires all.the girls for her own de- 

partment, and although she has their in- 
terests at heart and has succeededi-in 
making their work less of a drudgery, she 
will mot tolerate a shirker. The girls have 
to be efficient and industrious workers to 
remain in her department. They all 
realize, especially those who have beer 
employed elsewhere and under other su- 
pervision, that they are working under 
better conditiong than girls in other 
places, and they give to their work all the 
energy and ability they possess. So, Miss 
N. says, she is more than repaid for the 
effort she makes in their behalf, as she 
has less friction among her girls, the 
work fram her department fs of a higher 
standard than that of the other depart- 
ments, and she has fewer complaints to | 
carry from the workers to the employer 
or from the employer to the girls. 
Mies N. describes in detail some of the 
reforms and amendments which she has 
brought about. It is needless, however, 
to go into them here. Suffice it to say 
that she is doing a great work, especially 
ag she has benefited the girls not only 
materially but morally as well. She has 
kept the men, wherever possible, from in- 
terfering with the girls, and she hes pre- 
vente@ them from taking any liberties 
and being too free in their manner. 

Mise N. saye that forewomen in fac- 
tories can, if they will, do a wonderful 
emount of good and can be of great serv- 
ice te the girls who work uncer them. 
These women overseers usually stand for 
the breips and efficiency of the factory 
workers, and they are the ones who are 
beat fitted to bring about the necessary 
reforms in working conditions for the 
factory hands. Unfortunately, they are 
often more of a detriment than an aid to 
the girle. So many of them are afraid 
that by taking the part of the workers 
they are jeopardizing their own positions, 
Let us hope that they all will come to 
realize, like Miss N., that by meking an 
extra effort to help the girls they wil! also

The piece: are all consistently rounded 
at the tops, although they make no pre- 
tense at period style other than the period 
of the present moment.

This whole cottage set is made up of 
ea bed, small table and glass, chest of 
drawers and giass, one rocker, one 
straight chair, and little bench, It is al- 
ways nice, if space and means allow, to 
have both a writing desk and smal! book 
case in the guest’s room. 

Sweet and unpretentious is a guest room 
planned Yor the girl chum from boarding 
School. The room is allin white and rose. 


“~The wall has a striped white wall paper, 


the finish of which alternates twill and 
satin in effect. The carpet is deep rose 
color. The four posts of the bed support 
an arch, over which is drawn a white 
Swiss cover with ruffied edges of the 
same. The bed covers are all white but 
for @ silk quilt across the foot that is 
lined with pink. White muslin curtains 
are partially covered with rose colored 
eunfast. Lamps and candle shades in 
the room are in a delicate shade of gray. 

A room furnished in gray has all the 
edges of the furniture marked off in vivid 
checks of yermilion, red, and white, The 
walls are a light mauve and the carpet a 
red purple—aimost a claret color. The 
curtains are gray satin brocade sundur. 

Let me see if I can make it clear. Each 
brocade curtain is edged all the way 
round with bright scarlet silk cord, but at 
the top this cord, at intervals of about 
five inches, fs let into deep loops. The 
made loops measure three inches. Each 
loop is drawn through a hole in the center 
of a bright red wooden ball and protrudes 
about half an inch out of the ball. The 
ball: measure two and a half inches in 
diameter. Then the curtain rod passes 
through these loop ends, so that a row of 
bright red balls lies between the curtain 
rodand thecurtain. The rods are painted 
gray to match the gray woodwork. The 
effect is surprisingly decorative. A band 
of scarlet Japanese embroidery crosses 
the curtain toward the lower edge. In 
thie room tall gray enameled lamp stand- 
ards are used, and any number of thick, 
bright red candles are employed without 
shades, 

When twin beds are placed close to- 
gether instead of being separated by a 
somo stand, one spread is made to cover 
bo... and the floor space they occupy is 
framed in with a width of carpeting or 
rugs arranged at right angles around 
them,

Braided runners would 
be nice. If you use a valance on your 
pantry window iet it be an extremely 
narrow one. A pretty fad is to use side 
curtains with French hem at the top, and 
then to cover the rod between the cur- 
tains wtih a little ruching of the same 
material Just double the width of the 
French hem. |

Ferns: What Kinds to Grow and 
How to Grow Them. 
HE woman who has a liking for Geo- 
“ orative plants cannot afford to 
overlook ferns — especially the 
kinds which succeed under the con- 
ditions which prevail in the ordi- 
nary living room. For some unaccounta- 
ble reason palms and rubber piants have 
been given a place at the bead of the list 
of plants desirable for house culture te 
the exclusion of the fern, which is really 
a far more beautiful plant than either of 
the other two. 

Perhaps this plant has been ignored by 
many persons because of an impression 
that it was “ common,” as in the case of 
the geranium. But the person who grows 
plants for their beauty will not object to 
any plant for such a folish reason as that. 

The highest types of beauty are all 
“common” when you come to think 
about it. There is no exclusive type held 
in reserve for those who want something 


their neighbors cannot have. 


—_~— 

One of the beat ferns for genera! culture 
is the Boston variety, with fronds often 
five and six feet in length. This adapts 
itself readily to the conditions found in 
most living rooms. Give it a soil of good 
garden loam with some leaf mold or turfy 
matter mixed into it, water it well, and 
spray it at least once a week to wash the 
dust from its foliage, and you can reason- 
ably count on success with it. 

A well grown specimen, having scores 
of fronds drooping about ite pot on al! 
sides until it seems a veritable fountain 
of foliage, ia a plant to be proud of and 
can be made extremely decorative any- 
where about the house. 

The Whitman fern is another most 
charming variety for house culture, It is 
a sport from the Boston variety and has 
many of the characteristics of the parent 
plant, but it is really more beautiful be- 
cause its fronds, which average a footand 
a half in length, have their leaflets divided 
in such a manner that each one of them 
has the appearance of being a miniature 
frond, as it really is. 


* 
This gives each frond a feathery ap- 
pearance that makgs one of its popular 
names, ostrich feather, appropriate. 
Being smaller than the variety first 
named, ft ts better adapted to windows 
of ordinary size. A more beautiful orna- 
ment for the parlor it would be difficult 
to find. Give it the treatment advised for 
the Boston fern. ; 

The Scott! variety is a dwarf sort, close- 
ly resernbling ita parent, the Boston type, 
in everything except size. Because of its 
smaliness it makes an admirable window 
plamt and can be used effectively for the 
decoration of the table when cut flowers 
are not obtainable. I would suggest hav- 
ing two or three plants of this variety to 
be held in reserve for table decoration. 

If the plant in itself seems to lack the 
brightness which adds eo much to the ap- 
pearance of the table, a few richly col- 
ored flowers thrust down among its plumy 
fronds will add just the touch of bright- 
neess needed to make it an almost ideal 
table ornamem, 


Here le a pe ON that the woman 
who likes to have the home table always 
attractive, but who does not always feel 
justified in paying the high prices asked 
for cut flowers in midwinter, will do well 
to acton. A fine specimen can be bought 
of the florist for less money than she 
would be obliged to pay for half a dozen 
roses or carnations, and it can be made 
to do duty on the table indefinitely if it 's 
removed to the window after each meal. 
The holly fern is a variety seldom seen 
im window collections, but it deserves a 
place there. Unlike most other members 
of the family, it hae foliage that is thick 
and waxy in texture—quite like that of 
the holly, hence its popular name—and 
this is covered with a rich gloss that is 
found on no other member of the fern 
family to my knowledge. 

The chief characteristics of most ferns 
is an airy, feathery delicacy possessed 
by few others plants, but this variety 
gives an impression of strength and 
solidity similar to that of the hoya or 
wax plant. |

But almost invariably the at- 
tempt ends in utter failure, for the foliage 
of the ordinary Adiantum Is too deficate 
to stand the conditions which prevail in 
the average living room. 

But 
there has lately been brought te the at- 
tention of the amateur gardener a variety 
which seems to have sufficient strength 
to resist the debilitating effects which it 
must contend egainst in house culture,

“Ferns do not care for sunshine, though 
they will flourish in it provided it comes 
from an east window. But the strong 
light from southern exposures is undesir 
able. 

Care must be taken te provide good 
drainage. While it is true that nearly al? 
varieties like considerable moisture at 
their roots, they are easily injured by 
overwatering, and this must be guarded 
againet by making the escape of surplus 
water easy. The sofl in which they can 
be grown with best results is one com- 
posed of loam and leaf mold with enough 
sand worked into it to make It friable. 

If leaf mold cannot be obtained, turn 
over sward in the roadside and scarpe 
away from the underside of it that por- 
tion full of tiny grase roots This will 
give you an excellent substitute for genu- 
ine leaf mold, which it closely resembles 
because of the vegetable matter in it 


= 

Ferns should be sprayed frequent?y to 
prevent the red spider from harming 
them. Be sure to sea that the water 
reaches the underside of their foliage, 
for there is where the spider will be likely 
to establish himself. 

Sometimes the mealy bug attecks them, 
and scale ig found along the midrib om the 
lower side of the frond. In such acase 
about the only thing that can be done ls 
to cut away the infected fronds. 

Because of their delicate texture {t is 
almost impossible to remove the pests 
forcibly, ag can be done when plants have 
firm textured foliage that will admit of 
the use of a stiff brush or a toothpick.

Answers to Inquiries. 

Hardy plants —[A. M.]—This corre- 
spohdent wanta a collection of hardy 
plants that will give a succession of 
flowers from spring untfl fall. Dicentra 
blooms early in the season. Peontes 
are next in order. Then comes delpinium. 
followed by hollyhocks. In fall the 
enemone holds fulbsway. In between can 
be used auilegias, and several varieties 
of pinks, also iris, in variety. This ought 
to be at its best tn July, though there 
is a small kind that blooms quite early 
in the season, which is fine for edging. 
The perennial phlox should not be over- 
looked. This is one of our best hardy 
plants. It comes in a great variety of 
colors, and should be massed, to be most 
effective. Use a good deal of white with 
the other colors, for contrast,

Growing peonles and other plants for 
sale.—[S. K.]—I doubt if you would find ft 
profitable to grow the plants you name 
for sale, on as small a scale as your letter 
indicates. You would have to ask a good 
deal more for them, tn order to make the 
undertaking profitable, than we have to 
pay for them at the dealers’. It would 
take several years to grow peony plants 
to a size that would make them salable.

The dispensary is open six days in the 
week, from ¥ a. m. till 5 p. m., with two 
graduate nurses in constant attendance 
and a staff of eight physicians, who give 
their services free at regularly appointed 
sinjes. When free hospital care is need- 
ed this also is obtained. Almost 700 
treatments is a monthly average of the 
work done, and last month 140 new cases 
were treatea. One of the nurses visits 
the homes of al! of these new cases, and 
ifother needs are found these are report- 
ed to the proper authorities. 

A recent survey of the families from 
which the children have come disclosed 
the fact that the majority were from 
families where the income was more 
iften $9 a week than $12.

To the neighborhood the dispensary 
has Come to be a haven of help in time of 
distress. Mothers regularly bring in 
thelr sick children or come to consult the 
Rurses as to the prover care of a sick 
child, “and time and again emergency 
cases are rushed here for first aid. In all 
cases both services and medicines are 
free. Some mornings over 100 children 
will be waitine the doctor’s arrival, some 
having come from as far as South Chi- 

In the room where they gather are all 
sorts of tearproof picture Books, little red 
chairs, nursery pictures, and toys dear 
to the hearts of the children. Out in the 
clean, bright treatment rooms one comes 
across a tempting jar of: little candies. 
which. the nurses say, go a long way 
towards soothing a pain or helping face 
What, to the child, seems a big hurt. And 
this jar is replenished by the little son of 
one of the board members, who invests 
his spending money in this way. 

Dispensary meetings are held monthly 
and peopie of note give talks.

BOUT this time of the year Mer 

A cury, the planet nearest the sun, 

will show itself in the twilight to 

the unaided eye observer who tries 

to see it. The star map above 

does not show the position of the planets, 

merely of the stars, but a half or three- 

quarters of an hour after sunset Mercury 
will be above the western horizon. ‘ 

Transferring human attributes to heav- 
enly bodies, sentiment cals this planet 
shy. It is so close to the sun that it 
escapes from the radiance only on 0o- 
casions and then is seen either just before 
sunrise or just after sunset. 

It is so small, so close to the sun, and 
so distant that it is not an imposing speo- 
tacle even in the telescope. It is mucbP 
larger than the moon, but its‘distance is 
so great that it is reduced to Insignid- 
cance. 

~- 

In the spring months it is further above 
the horizon than at other seasons. Its 
average distance from the sun is 36,000,000 
miles. Its fluctuations carry it from a 
minimum distance of 20,000,000 to a max- 
imum of 43,000,000, and its velocity va- 
ries from twenty-three miles to thirty- 
five mifles a second. 


It is an interesting object for casual 
observation, worth the pains needed to 
discover it in the twilight, because be- 
tween it and the sun nothing has been 
found. At the times of total eclipse when 
the sun's brilliance is hidden in shadow 
and the astronomer does not encounter 
the curtain of fire it interposes between 
it and his vision, search has been made 
for intermercurial planets and none has 
been found.

Horizon ’’ (Doran) brings the war 

closer than anything that 1 have 

read about the great struggle. And 

it does it by the sheerest simplicity 
that I have ever found in a narrative. 
There is something so natural and every 
day about everything as Patrick MacGill 
tells of it. He does not indulge in de- 
scriptions which are devised to create in 
the reader’s mind a state of horror. You 
don’t shudder. But you do think, and 
you find yourself afterwards thinking, 
thinking. 

You are there in the trenches, with the 
cold earth against your nose, with your 
body crumpled up in a heap, and the 
bursting shells filling the trench witb 
lime and dirt that chokes you. When 
you have read‘the eight or ten pages that 
tell of the man with the rosary you can 
never forget it. 

One day as the sanitary inspector came 
around “ Pat,” as his comrades called 
him, suggested that perhaps there was 
something buried under the trench. “ The 
floor is soft as putty. Last night I slept 
by the spot and it turned me sick,” he 
says. ‘‘ The sanitary inspector began to 
dig and presently unearthed a particle of 
clothing, five minutes later a boot came 
to view, then asecond. .. . The fea- 
tures were wonderfully well preserved. 
The man might have fallen the day be- 
forn. ‘He was killed in the winter,’ said 
the sanitary man. ‘ These trenches were 
the Allemands’ then and the boys charged

The first eight years of his racing career 
were veiled in obscurity. however, and it 
was not until July 4, 1914, that Ricken- 
bacher received headline recognition in 
the newspapers. On that day he won the 
first 300 mile event run on the gumbodin 
track at Sioux City and moved up into 
the king row on the checker board of 
speed. 

Rickehbacher had his most successful 
season last year, when he was the only 

, driver to win three open speedway events. 
\ He repeated his victory of the year pre- 
vious at Sioux City, showed the way to 
the field at Omaha, and took first money 
at Providence. In addition to these tri- 
umpha, he finished third in the Chicago 
motor derby, his Maxwell being the first 
American car to complete the 500 mile 
grind. 

Having built and sold automobiles, 
Rickenbacher is probably as well versed 
in motor car construction as any driver 
in the game. In the heat of the race, 
however, he seems to forget that one can 
demand too much of the strongest steel, 
and, like the late Bob Burman, drives 
only to win. He has all of Burman’s dar- 
ing and fearlessness and is as hard on his 
cars as Wild Bob ever was.

The forecast 
yas for quite general showers, but the 
dorm area appears to be working east- 
yard. The cash demand was the first 
af importance in some time, and sales of 
9000 bu included 50,000 bu for export. 


Kansas Estimates Lowered, 

Late reports from Kansas indicate 
hat few grain men now look for any big 
yield for the state this year. One lead- 
ing southwest house estimates an aver- 
age yield of about 12 bu per acre, which 
sould bring the crop under the hundred 
million mark. Northwest conditions 
were generally favorable for seeding, but 
under best conditions there will be a sub- 
stantial decrease, according to conserva- 
‘ive reports, with poor soil preparation 
reported in many sections. 

Cables were unchanged. Argentine 
offerings were moderate, and Buenos 
sires Was easy, with no pressure to sell 
reported. Idverpoo!l reparted concern 
ovr the small shipments outside of 
America. Consumptive requirements in 
France are heavy, with supplies inade- 
quate.

Investors Can Reform 

After economy and self-denial have en- 
|abled a person to become a smal! inves- 
‘tor and he has used extreme care in in- 
vesting his savings in the securities of 
corporations so strong and so well man- 
aged that he does not fear business de- 
pressions, no matter how severe, he is 
confronted with danger from another 
quarter. Legislative enactments may 
threaten the value of his holdings and ad- 
ministrative policies may undermine 
their earning power. 

The testimony of President Smith of 
the Louisville and Nashville railway be- 
fore the interstate commerce commission 
a few days ago gives a striking illus- 
tration of the situation. “ It is an ex- 
tremely difficult matter,” said Mr. Smith, 
“to protect the Property of a large cor- 
poration from confiscation by the people, 
acting through their lawmaking bodies. 

Under our form of government it 
is permissible to do anything necessary 
to get another man’s property, provided 
you can keep out of jail. All legislative 
bodies are a menace. In action they are 
a calamity. ‘They are many, and we have 
trouble at times with all of them, begin- 
ning with congress and going on down 
the line to the town council.”

[? is true that the weekly totals of tonnage shipped to foreign ports are greater 
than ever before. The products of our farms and shops are moving in tremendous 
volume, but they are moving to Europe. When the war-stimulated demands are 
stopped by peace, we will find that the brilliant opportunity for the advancement 
of our trade in South America has passed. With Europe eliminated by diminished 
buying power, and with South America undeveloped as a market, our position will 


be practically what it was in 1910.

Such supervision 
can be best obtained by a strictly non- 
partisan Federal Marine Board, with 
full power to formulate and administer 
proper statutes for the up-building and 
regulation of a privately owned mer- 
chant marine.

HEN isa criminal not a criminal? That is 
a question which in one form or another 
is heard more and more often of late. 

“Man 2 And medical men are beginning to for- 
fm mulate the answer: “Always!” For when 

what we call a criminal is put under the 

microscope of modern science he is discovered to be in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred not a type, a mon- 
ster of abnormality, but just a regular human being 
suffering from some preventable or remediable defect. 

In the hundredth instance he is insane and should be 

treated as such. 

William Evers, an acquaintance of mine, whom I 
have never heard described as a crank or a faddist or 
even a sentimentalist, and who until his death recently 
was chief guard at the Blackwell’s Island Workhouse, 
testified: 

“T was on guard in Murderer’s Row, the Tombs 
Prison, for twenty-five years. I have been dealing 
with criminals for twenty-nine years, and probably 
have seen more murderers than any man in the United 
States, possibly in the world. I have never seen a 
criminal who did not have some physical defect which, 
in my opinion, was the cause of his being where he 
was,” 

In these days of experts, such testimony should 
carry weight. 

The defects of the criminal are physical and mental. 
The latter is often a result of the former. Frequently 
it is caused, or at least confirmed, by a society which 
recognizes only two kinds of people, the “bad’”’ and the 
“good.” When the criminal is finally unmasked, some 
of us will perhaps be shocked to see behind his fear- 
some semblance the complacent countenance of what 
we fondly term Civilization. 


AKE the case of Harry Lyon. His trouble began 

at birth. Heredity accounted for a pair of abnor- 
mal eyes, though this fact was not discovered until 
some years later. 

For a time Harry seemed to get along as well as the 
other boys—better than many. He was a leader in his 
particular gang; preeminent in the sports the street 
provided. School was his first stumbling block. 

He found the work there irksome, even painful. 
Study made his head ache and gave him a torturing 
sense of physical uneasiness. As a result he studied as 
little as possible. As a further result He failed to win 
promotion at the end of the term. 

He was looked upon as a delinquent, Society (repre- 
sented by the school) made no attempt to discover if 
there might be a simple cause for this—something 
more easily and surely treated than “natural deprav- 
ity.” A little human understanding and a pair of 
glasses would have won this boy, at this time. Neither 
was forthcoming. 

Meanwhile his. pride was daily outraged. He was 
wont to receive tribute of unstinted admiration from 
his gang: he was an object of ridicule and reproach in 
school. It was inevitable that he should think the 
trouble lay with the school and not with himself. He 
began to view its standards with contempt. He was to 
this extent developing an anti-social point of view. 

Harry’s influence with his fellows, in the really im- 
portant matters of boyhood, games and fights, helped 
him to imbue them with this growing detestation of the 
school and what it stood for. His was distinctly a 
“bad” influence. 

Then society (this time represented by the police) 
helped the boy’s defective mental angle along. He was 
arrested for playing ball in the streets. Of course this 
experience with law and order made him more than 
ever a hero with his companions. “The bulls” were 
natural enemies of the youth of the locality and had

proved it since time whereof the memory of. boyhood 
ran not to the contrary. His two defeats at the hands 
of society—the arrest and the lack of success at school 
—Harry took as proofs of superior ability in the power 
to make his personality felt. Disgrace never entered 


. his head in this connection. 


In time his parents, who were ambitious for him in 
a vague, planless way, decided he should go to work. 
He got an office job through the kindly meant efforts 
of a friend. He found it worse than school. He had 
more frequent headaches, torments of nervous indiges- 
tion. He would be the last one to imagine or admit 
that he was in any way defective. He classed all work 
with the work he was doing and hated it. He decided 
there was “nothing in it.”’ 

He idled for a time. He found that he got along that 
way about as well—often better. He acquired an in- 
sidious philosophy which he called being “wised up,”’ 
and which supported his previously formed prejudices. 
The thought of discipline of any kind drove him wild; 
it had only been <nat y to make him suffer unreasonably 
and unprofitably. 


Witi no anchor of affection nor any sense of social 
obligation to restrain him it was only a question 
of time before the boy entered upon the first steps of a 
criminal career. Time and nerve. Harry had the 
nerve. 

He had also the misfortune—or as it turned out the 
on. fortune—to be caught in his first offense. He 
unded in the State reformatory. It just happened 
that the reformatory had a medical superintendent 
with advanced ideas. Harry’s eyes were examined 
properly. It was found that his vision was about five 
times more farsighted than the normal. 

Glasses enabled the boy to do close work without the 
discomfort he had before experienced. He had some 
long and thorough talks with the medical superintend- 
ent, who proved a good friend. He got a new outlook 
on the facts of his experience. The Doctor was sup- 
plementing his physical aid with the modern tool of 
psycho-analysis. Harry discovered that intelligent

self-interest ordered a new tack. When he left the re- 
formatory he followed its dictates. [He has turned 
out well. | 

That brief history is not borrowed from fiction of a 
motion picture plot. [t actually took place. And 
while it was taking place thousands of other stories like 
it were being woven on the looms of life. Where most 
of them differed was in their ending. Lyon met a man 
who was not part of the social system he was fighti 
Thousands of his kind do not meet such men. Where 
the system gives them no help, they are, to that ex. 
tent, the products of the system. Society is respon- 
sible for the system. 


HERE is one more point in this story. In addition 

to faulty vision Harry had another defect which 
might have been a virtue—he had courage. The formula 
for a criminal may be stated thus: hereditary physical 
defect plus environment plus courage. The criminal js 
more often than not a man whose native erlergy and 
nerve, directed constructively instead of destructively 
would put him well up in the ranks of the suecessfyj 
and the useful. With a little sympathy, a little intelli. 
gence, and a thousandth part of the money spent to 
fight criminals, the majority of them might be re 
claimed—untold numbers of potential criminals saved 
to the side of lawful pursuits. Society must forget the 
comfortable assumption that (to paraphrase) the crim- 
inal we have always with us. His existence in the face 
of facts is a greater reproach to us than it is to him— 
and almost as great a menace. 

Signs are not wanting that society is waking up. 
There is an advance guard of progress forming. Inno- 
vations are being introduced into various of our educa- 
tional and penal institutions to succeed outworn and 
inefficient methods. And these innovations are for the 
most part more than proving their value. 

There is the State reformatory of New Jersey at 
Rahway. In 1910 Doctor George L. Orton was ap- 
pointed resident physician and tested the vision of the 
inmates, using eye drops, instead of working without 
drops as had formerly been the custom. He found that 
approximately two-fifths of those inmates who had 
previously been reported as having normal vision 
needed glasses. Of the total number of boys in this in- 
stitution, 83 per cent were found to need glasses. Asa 
result of Dr. Orton’s innovation the sick rate of the 
institution fell 56 per cent during the first year of his 
incumbency. That is progress. 

But here, on the contrary, is lack of progress: In 
the De Witt Clinton High School of New York City 
was a class of thirty-seven defectives who had failed in 
every subject. A cursory inspection of the boys’ eyes 
showed that they averaged less than one-half normal 
vision. The American Association for the Conserva- 
tion of Vision tried to obtain $150 to pay two months’ 
salary to a doctor who might fit these boys with 
glasses. They were unable to obtain the money. Does 
it require the gift of prophecy to foretell that marty of 
these boys will take the easy path to crime and the 
reformatory and -prison? If we multiply that pitiful 
$150 a thousand times we will get a conservative esti- 
mate of what these boys will cost the community be- 
fore they die. : 

I have spoken chiefly, so far, of the boy defective 
whose downfall is traceable primarily to eye strain. 
But what of the girl truant? The streets hold more 
temptation and even great » degradation for her. She 
may end in a house of refuge—she mav not! | 

In the reformatories and refuges such boys and girls 
are taught various trades and handicrafts, all necessi- 
tating the use of the eyes. As it is obvious that the use 
of the eyes without glasses to correct them only in- 
creases the defect, these unfortunate young people 
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incompetent may be born with 
had eves, which. as L have shown, may 

€ him or her unable to do hear wor 
githout suffering. But defective vision is 
one of many defects upon which 
ach incompetence -and later crime—is 
The child may be handicapped with a 
dubfoot, which hin lers physical activity, 
g with a blood disease, which interferes 
sith his mental processes. Or, eliminat- 
congenital defects, he may injure his 
nose and acquire eatarrhal deafness, or 
wberculosis of the lungs, spine, hips or 
lymph glands (scrofula), or he may ac- 
“aire lateral curvature ol —— (which 
ften from so simple a matter as

ao almost inconceivable, to one who 
has investigated these things at all, that 
such preventable or remediable defects 
ge not hunted out and treated when the 

is at school. If society, from a 
spirit of brotherly love or simple self-in- 
terest—perhaps a less worthy but usually 
, more efficient motive has provided 
educational training for the normal young 
of its members, how much more impor- 
tant, from society's standpoint, is it to 
discover and help tlie abnormal young— 
the fertile recruiting ground for crime and 
its weaker sister, dependence! 

Inmates of reformatories and prisons 
should first of all be tried out with the 
Binet test, which determines whether or 
aot their mental development is normal 
for their age; they should then be thor- 

ly examined physically. They 
should receive the proper treatment for 
their defects and a thorough course in 
psycho-analysis, a process designed to 
sive the patient the right mental angle 
toward health and life and his relations 
with his fellow men—the root principle of 
Christian Science and even of so-called 
faith cures. A system such as the fore- 
going, if generally adopted and carried 
out in our penal institutions, would save 
society more money and more lost citizens 
than any other single scheme I know of. 

Of the specific physical defects crim- 
inals are heir to, eye strain is the most 
prevalent by far. According to Dr. 
George M. Case, the majority of the boys 
in the reformatory at Elmira, New York, 
have such abnormal eyes that it is im- 
possible for them to do, with any ease or 
expertness, near work; even the making 
of shoes for instance. 

Here is an example of what is often 
done under those conditions: in one of our 
most progressive eastern States there is”. 
penal institution where women are sup- 
posed to be reformed. The physician in 
charge of this institution has a set of 
lenses-for testing eyes, which lenses, on 
investigation, were found to be covered 
with dust. The physician indicates on 
his record the results of eye tests thus:

HE Warden of a western peniten- 

tary recently checked over a list of 
_, €rimes charged to the inmates of his 
institution. He found that money-hun- 
ger got sevent ag per cent of the pris- 
oners in trouble. 

Being a common-sense sort of man, he 
went directly to the convicts, asking them 
questions like these: “Have you ever 
saved any money? Did you ever try to 
build up a bank account? Did you ever 
own property?” 

_ Nearly all the men maintained that at 
times they had accumulated something. 
About one-half boasted having been 
bank depositors—including several . ac- 
complished bank robbers! But out of the 
four hundred odd prisoners queried, less 
than fifty hadgever purchased property. 

These men,“whom money-hunger had 
lodged behind prison bars, lacked the 
foresight (often, too, the o yportunity) to 
insure their future by banking upon the 
we asset of American progress 
—land. 


Bit for that matter there are hundreds 

of thousands of competent men and 
women, with records clear as sunshine 
and honesty everlasting, who plod along 
totally oblivious of the axiom—the law of 
rising land values—and of the oppor- 
tunities for legitimate profit which it 
offers them. The rainy days maywap-

shows overhead, they ignore the um- 
brella bargains. An 
wo comes (as it does at times in all our 
ives) they’re distressed to find others 
have snatched up the best bargains and 
they must take the culls or pay double 
prices. 

_ Today from the very nature of things, 
it is in the regions where people are fewest 
where the rainy day investment offerings 
appeal most to those who have eyes to 
see and intelligence to foresee. Where

proportionate. And, of course, that 
means our West, which hasn’t yet been 
tapped, comparatively speaking. 

Take the seven mets mena 8 states, 
for example—the Dakotas, Montana, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Washington and Ore- 
gon. In 1910 their average population 
was 6.8 persons to the square mile. Wash- 
ington is the “crowded” state of the 
group, with 17.1 citizens to each square 
mile, while Wyoming, granting the space 
occupied by Yellowstone Park, averages 
only one and a half persons to each of its 
97,594 square miles. And, just for com- 
parison’s sake, think of Massachusetts 
with four hundred and eighteen persons 
living together in prosperous plenty on a 
similar area, or New Jersey with three 
hundred and thirty-seven. 

Further, the populatian-to-area figures 
for these northwestern states are twice as 
large for 1910 as they were for 1900, just 
as the actual proportionate increase in 
population has been greater since 1900 
than it was from 1890 to 1900. And it is 
getting greater all the time. The West is 
speeding up miraculously. 

What accounts for this ever-increasing 
ratio of growth? Why does the propor- 
tionate gain of the western country each 
year grow greater? , 

Once, whirling across the wheat 


sand miles from the population centers 
and the markets.‘ Compared with con- 
ditions then, everything from Dakota to 
Oregon is now next door to Chicago and 
New York. Modern transportation has 
shrunk this old continent ten fold. It’s a 
day or two as against a month or two 
and fifty dollars goes further than di 
$500 when we were served by mule 
teams instead of moguls, in the matter of 
getting returns. The new transcontinen- 
tals, bigger, faster locomotives, finer pas- 
senger equipment, improved fon a 
everything that spells progress in trans- 
portation, means miracles in the upbuild- 
ing of the modern west. It’s because 
all this is happening so quickly that 
the country is now coming into her 
own as never before — it’s ,being re- 
discovered.” 

Nor is there the slightest doubt that 
shortly most of the railroads of the West, 
where legions of potential waterpower 
are wasting away to the sea unused, will 
glean their motive power from the streams 
along their right of way. This new epoch, 
now dawning, marks another stupendous 
stride in western development, for it 
spells unparalleled efficiency and econ- 
omy in transportation which in turn 
mean vastly enlarged and improved serv- 
ice for all the Westland. And such devel- 
opment brings with it new plowed fields 
and homes and mines and manufacturing 


plants, and more and bigger towns and— 


always—a greater demand and a greater 
legitimate value for the land upon which 
must be built the homes and factories 
and cities. 


OLLOW, for instance, one of the north- 

erly transcontinental railways. You'll 
see wheat in the Dakotas until your eyes 
ache; cattle and sheep and mines in Mon- 
tana and Idaho, not to mention a great 
many ether things which go to making 
cities; timber, farm and fruit lands and 
limitless waterpower, fisheries and deep 
sea harbors in Washington and Oregon, 
until you wonder how it happens that so 
many people are grovelling about “look- 
in’ for a lines.” 

True enough it isn’t all a get-rich-quick 
country. Not by any means. Success de- 
pends upon the individual, just as it al- 
ways does. That old, old four-lettered 
word w-o-r-k is the key to prosperity in 
the modern West, as it is most every- 
where else. But somehow in the sunset 
country it’s a trifle easier to pick the lock 
of Dame Fortune’s treasure house, be- 
cause there are fewer folks on the job and 
better tools to work with. 

The good old days in the West are just 
as good as they ever were. In fact, they 
are better. The wild and wooly trim- 
mings of auld lang syne have disappeared 
except upon the moving picture screen, 
and with them, to a great degree, have 
gone the bonanza features of the fifties in 
California and the seventies in the North- 
west. But whoever entertains the notion 
that the red blood has ebbed from the 
veins of the Westland, and that its oppor- 
tunities are less numerous and less poten- 
tial than of yore, should shake the cob- 
webs from his brain, cast off his blue 
spectacles and essay a continental trip. 
Seeing, he will believe. 

A very few years ago there was in 
central Oregon, for instance, the largest 


area in the United States without a 
railroad. Most of New England could 
have been dropped into it without mak- 
ing a ripple. It was a great big bottled 
empire. For all the good it was doing it- 
self and the rest of the country it might 
as well have been in Thibet,—industrially 
it was stagnant. Then the railroads 
came. The two greatest systems in the 
West raced each other up a hundred-mile | 
long canyon which opened the way to the 
hinterland. After twenty years of not 
very watchful waiting they threw twenty 
million dollars into the fight in less than 
two years. And at the end of the twenty- 
four months they had two first class rail- 
roads built into the heart of that neg- 
lected land. 

Picturesque? It was, indeed! That 
road-building episode goes down in his- 
tory as the merriest bit of spectacular 
constructive railroading recorded in all 
the rich annals of the profession. And 
that was only five years ago! 

Also it was instructive from an eco- 
nomic standpoint. Where the terminal 
of those roads is today a few years ago 
there was an unpopulated waste. The 
greatest power 0 aes stream in the 
Northwest idled past, totally undevel- 
oped. The largest body of western white 
pine in the world extended to the south 
and west, undisturbed. Enough farm- 
land to build a metropolis lay unproduc- 
tive. And now? Well, the terminus is a 
city—a real sure-enough city, growing 
like a rolling snowball. The stream is 
harnessed. Hundreds of carloads of lum- 
ber and byproducts are shipped from the 
mills. The sagebrush ranges are trans- 
forming into grain fields, and the magic 
hand of irrigation is causing scores of 
blades of grass to grow where none grew 
before. 

It isa typical new city, and therefore 
worth consideration. There are many 
like it where railroads have come and 
are coming, and they all bear watching. 
Mind you, a community such as this 
isn’t a boom town. It isn’t a balloon 
which will collapse at a pin prick of ad- 
versity, On the contrary, it—and a hun- 
dred like it—is founded firmly and is sure 
to grow as its adjacent resources are de- 
veloped and it shares the benefits of the 
population increase inevitable through- 
out the West. 


“BE American First” is every bit as 
good a slogan as “See America First,”’ 
declare the men who are making the West 
today. And they add that a prime good 
way to be a real American and to profit 
sroperly by it is to send some of our Yan- 
bee dollars, whether we can spare few or 
many, out into the big growing Westland 
where dollars do double duty and by the 
same token bring double return. They 
‘argue that although we may not be able 
to follow Horace Greeley’s advice and 
grow up with the west country, we can at 
least investigate the feasibility of send- 
ing our currency westerly to do the 
growing. 

“When all is said,” remarked my friend 
the railroad president, as the through 
ear reached tidewater on Puget Sound, 
“thrift is the keynote of success—thrift 
coupled with ability to utilize the fruits 
of thriftiness. It’s investing which counts 
quite as much as saving. To my mind in- 
vestments in land are the soundest

It is significant that the smoke had hardly cleared 
away when the management of the business began 
arranging for the salvage of every bit of machinery not 
damaged beyond repair. The removal of all this 
machinery was accomplished before the insurance ad- 
justers had arrived on the scene and before the full 
extent of the loss had been determined. Asked if this 
were not a hazardous thing to do, an officer of the com- 
pany put volumes into a sentence when he remarked 
succinctly: ‘‘Our business was making razors, not col- 
lecting insurance. We went right ahead and got our 
machinery out, relying on the honesty of the insurance 
people to make a fair and proper adjustment.”

What actually happens now is that, how- | 
ever much we may try to reform defec- | 


tives in penal institutions morally, we 
turn them out of those institutions no 
better able to earn their living honestly 
than when they went in—in many cases in 
worse condition than when they went in. 

Investigators know these statements 
are true from the results of the very small 
amount of work that has been done, com- 
paratively speaking, in the inspection of 
prison conditions to date. We need more 
and ever more statistics—and adequate 
publicity for our findings. It 1s slow 
work at first, but it is worth the doing. I, 
for one, am resolved to devote the re- 
mainder of my life to this work. I should 
like to prove, beyond discussion, that 
with proper medical attention given 
them, inmates of prisons and reforma- 
tories will feel that a sojourn there has 
been the next best thing to early re- 
medial treatment that could have hap- 
pened to them. If proving this helps soci- 
ety to a realization of its shortsightedness 
in not aiding such defectives at the earli- 
est possible moment, so much the better.

ROMINENT among the women of 
the Russian revolutionary move- 
ment is Catherine Breshkovskaya, 
daughter and wife of noted noblemen, 
who has suffered arrest and deportation 
to Siberia for organizing schools in the 
peasant districts and for lecturing on 
Russian political conditions as contrasted 
with those of other civilized countries. 
Having spent ten months at hard labor 
in Kara mines, she tried to escape, but 
was caught and deported to Bargusin, a 


bleak group of miserable huts near the 
Arctic. : 


Madame Breshkovskaya 


Again attempting to escape, she was: 
caught, given forty blows of the lash and 
sent back to Kara, where she was sick for 
half a year from the tortures inflicted. 

“The twenty-three years,” she says, 
“that I have spent in the Siberian wilds 
is a haunting dream of agony. One day 
was just as bleak as another—the same 
aching hunger, the same gloomy walls 
and locked doors, and the same cruel 
world every day. I was dead, but my 
soul lived! There was no joy in seeing 
the rising sun, the flying clouds and the 
singing birds that I beheld from my 
barred window. Every aspect was a 
sneering picture of death.” 

At the age of sixty-eight she escaped 
and continued her propaganda in Europe 
and ‘America where she was for a time’ 
the guest of Jane Addams and Lydia 
Coonley Ward in Chicago. Subsequently 
she returned to Russia, disguised as a 
Finnish fisherwoman—and was arrested, 
tried and again banished to Siberia. Liv- 
ing in a small hut in the penal colony 

Akatui, she still dreams of a time when, 
the war ended, a greater light of liberty 
will shine on her native land. 


A Square Deal for Soldier and 
Sailor Boys 

ON a recent winter evening a young 
woman attended a performance in a 
Washington theatre. She did not enjoy 
it, for just in front of her two sailor boys 
had been turned away by the ticket- 
taker, who told them that they could not 
enter the body of the house in their uni- 
forms. Just behind her two non-com- 
missioned officers of marines had met 
with the same experience. All four had 
taken their money and gone—where? 
That question puzzled the young woman 
all through the performance. Was there 
any respectable place in which those two 
fresh-faced sailor lads would be welcome? 
Next day she was surprised to learn 
from the Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
that it was not unusual to exclude the 
wearers of the United States uniform 
from places of amusement of the better 


class. Hundreds of complaints had been 
filed, but when the cases were called, the 
complainants had only their enlisted 
comrades to rely upon for testimony and 
these were ruled out as interested wit- 
nesses. No other civilian had ever taken 
the slightest interest in the matter. 


But Mrs. C. M. Gallagher proceeded 
to make her interest count, and appealed 
to Congress so effectively that a bill was 
introduced and passed by both the House 
and Senate making any discrimination 
against wearers of the National uniform 
&@ misdemeanor. 


Taking the name from the title of the 
bill, Mrs. Gallagher or- 
ganized the Society for 
the Preservation of the 
Dignity and Honor of 
the Uniform of the 
United States. She 
has financed the work 
of the Society herself, 
and it has been largely 
through her personal 
efforts as its President 
that laws forbidding 
discrimination against 
wearers of the uniform 
have been passed in 
thirteen states, and 
that a plank com- 
mending such legisla- 
tion was included in 
the Democratic plat- 
form at Baltimore.

and with improved methods of 
packing and transportation the berry sea- 
son begins much earlier and lasts much 
longer than formerly. California, with 
its wealth of fruit all the year round has 
been brought to the door even of the re- 
mote New England housekeeper. Aside 
from their delightful flavor, most all ber- 
ries have a distinctive food value. They 
contain sugar, salts and acids, which are 
cooling and refreshing, as well as stim- 
ulating. They act-on the system like a 
tonic, helping to purify the blood and 
keep the body free from all poisonous 
accumulations. 

Served fresh, with an accompaniment 
of sugar and cream, they are at their 
best, but housewives generally have dis- 
covered many ways of cooking berries, 
all of which insure against monotony and 
provide the means of using the more 
economical large purchase of fruit. The 
best known mati are stewing and 
baking, but there are many excellent rec- 
ipes for jams and jellies which make 
splendid desserts when fresh fruit is out 
of season. Indeed it is a great pity that 
the food value of home-made jams have 
not been more clearly recognized by 
American housewives. 

In serving fresh berries they should al- 
ways be carefully picked over and then 
rinsed with cold water, and drained in a 
colander. In cooking, earthen or granite 
utensils should be used and silver or 
wooden spoons for stirring, as fruits—all 
fruits—contain acids which, when brought 
into contact with iron or tin, are apt to 
develop into a poisonous compound.
